The convention wns made up of fili.'l 


delegates. George W. Peek, chairman of 
the State Central committee called the 
convention to order, ami announced-the 
appointment of -Judge James H. Mc-Gil- 
Ian of Green Buy as temporary chairman. 
McGilhui is a young man of not more 
than thirty years of age, the selection 
being made in recognition ot the young 
democracy, lie spoke in part as fol- 
lows; 


"We have assembled today for the pur- 


pose of choosing delegates to the Na- 
tional convention at Kansas City to be 
held on the Fourth of July, 1900, at 
which time tho man will he chosen who 
will succeed Wm. McKinloy as president 
of the United States on March 4. 1001" 
Tho platform they adopt may not be the 
same as tlmt adopted by the Democratic 
party in Chicago in 1890. but the differ- 
once between the two will be so small 
that it will take the eye of an expert 
to discern the difference, and I am satis- 
fied that standing on tlmt platform, and 
fighting as vigorously and earnestly as 
he did in 1S9C, Win. Jennings Bryan will 
be the man whom the Democratic party 
will crown a« the loader of men in the 
United States, 1 bolieve the opportunity 
of tho .Democrat-i has arrived. Tho Re 
publican party and the present admin 
istration have given 
this government 


four years of broken pledges nnd broken 
promUes. They may ta'.k to you of their 
prosperity, but when we look nv.ound us 
and see the misery and trials of the poor 
limn, we must admit tlmt it is prosper- 
ity of wealth und not tin- pro.-perity of 
labor.

the Effects of Chlorform- 


A sad death occurred nt Milwaukee 


yesterday morning. It was Ira M, Mar- 
tin, Jr., son of Dr. Ira K. Martin, a well 
known physician of Raymond 
Center, 


Racine county. 
The little 
child 
died 


hile under tho influence of chloroform, 


administered for the purpose of perform- 
ing a surgical operation. 
Dr. 
Martin 


took his son, seven years of age, to Mil- 
waukee, and together with Dr. T. C. 
Jliilone they went to the ofliue of Dr. 
Bach, in the Hathaway building. Dr. 
Malone administered tho anaesthetic and 
Dr. Bach performed the operation, the 
purpose of which was the removal of a 
small growth from the nasal passage. 
Everything appeared to be oil right and 
1he operation was practically completed 
when the boy suddenly 
collapsed 
and 


died. 


Tho boy's father and the other two 


physicians labored over him for a lonf 
time, but could not revive him. 
Hi: 


death was due to the action of the chlor 
oform on the heart. The cuse was re 
t'errcd for investigation to the coroner, 
who merely took "the statements of the 
physicians in regard to the case. Dr. 
^Martin said he-was sure that cvcrytW" 
had been properly done; Dr. Malone is 
Ms personal friend and was requested to 
attend the operation for the particular 
purpose of administering the chloroform 
of which only a small quantity was 
given, in a careful manner. Dr. Martin 
was satisfied that the death of his son 
was an unavoidable accident. 


Restoratives were at hand and were 


quickly applied. Another physicinn was 
hastily called and for a long time these 
four d'id all tlmt human skill could do to 
save the little boy, but it was all in 
viiitt.

ours,

father but, to bring his darling back to 
weeping mother and little brother wlio 
had Kissed him good bye that dreadful 
morning, only o few short hours before.

Three Men Attempt to Wreck 


Northwestern Train.--Sayed.by 


Farmer Boy, ChaHesHawes. 


When the 0:32 north'bound passenger 


train on the Chicago • & • Northwestern 
railway arrived here last night there was 
probably not due of tlie many passengers 
on board who realized that an attempt 
had been made to wreck the train, in fact 
the engineer and conductor did not know 
it. If u,,report sent out from Kenosha is 
true, however, it is a fact. 


The attempt was made one mile south 


of Kcnosha, by three men supposed to bo 
U-amps, who piled ties on the track and 
a farmer boy named Charles Hawes, who 
su\v the act, removed the'ties and saved 
the train from wreck arid 
passengers 


from death. 


The boy ran into the Kenosha depot, 


shortly after the train had gone thuougli. 
He was bare-headed, his hair flying and 
face pale', eyes bulging out of his head 
and told his story. 


He said that between the time that 


a north bound train wont south and the 
north train passed, three men appeared 
nnd piled ties on the tracks. He wit- 
nessed the act from a distance, but dared 
not £'O noar the men. 


When the men completed the diaboli- 


cal work they hurried away and the boy 
states that ho ran out and succeeded in 
clearing the track a few moments before 
the train whizzed by. The boy says he 
tried to stop the' train by firing a re- 
volver in the air, so as to tell the engi- 
neer of what had been done, but his 
alarm was not heard and 
tho cars 


whiffled by and he hurried to the depot 
and related the story, ' 


Chief of Police O'Hare, of Kenosha or- 


ganized a posse of men and they went 
to the scone of the 
attempted 
wreck, 


made a.thorough search of the suround- 
ing country, but failed to find anything 
of the three men. The affair stirred up 
the people of Kcnoslui and the belief pre- 
vails that tramps did the work. Further 
investigations is being made.]

who headed the .favorable report, explain- 
ed what she 'had done, and road a letter 
from Mr- Keed supporting her action in 
securing signatures to the report. Mrs. 
Charles Denison, president of Now York 
Sorosis, arose to explain that she had 
a letter from Mr. Keed in which he said 
it could not be done. 


"To Mrs. Brock Mr. Reed had said: 'It 


is perfi'ft.ly proper to secure the signa- 
tures of members of a committee who 
were not present at tie meeting which 
iuo.de & report.' 


"To Mrs. Denison Mr. Reed had said: 


'It is not proper to add signatures to n. 
report which had been adopted at a meet- 
ing-of a committee.' There was confusion 
of authorities and a sensation in the 
convention."

OUR OCEAN TRADE. 


The tonnage of our registered vessels 
•ngaged in foreign trade is, according to 
nn official report, 848,246 tons, and the 
num-bcr of vessels -1,331. This combined 
tonnage carried but 9 per cent, of the 
ocean carrying trade, while in 1805 wo 
carried 65 per cent, of our ocean trade, 
iml as late as 1885 20 per cent. It has 
become a burning question as to what is 
the be.-* -to do, and the advooates of a 
subsidy system pure and simple, despite 
the popular prejudice against subsides, 
are gaining adherents. The other meas- 
ure proposed, by which -we may secure 
our share pf our own trad-e abroad, is 
that of a 10 por ceivt. discriminating 
duty, and this is advocated by prom- 
inent men, who believe it to be better 
and more in accord with the popular 
idea, than to adopt a subsidy system. 
Foreign governments subsidize, and of 
the 302 steamships irf tie world capable 
of doing a fourteen knot speed, 80 pen- 
cent, of the. number are subsidized, but 
every vessel thus given a subsidy i" 
placed under certain obligations to their 
respective governments, they cannot es- 
cape. There are those of our people who 
•think we Secure such low ocean rates 
that with our tremendous volume of for- 
eign trade it would be wiser 'lo let this 
matter take its own course until Amer- 
ican vessel builders can find it to their 
ndvantage to construct more ships, and 
con-tent ourselves -with still building uj 
ou-r magnificent railway systems, our in- 
ternal marine on 'the great lakes and 
rivers, and developing-our incomparable 
manufacturing interests. 


Of course this argu-mpnit carries with i 


the implication that it will be wiser to 
sell to -the world in constantly increasing 
quantities and give the rest of the world 
a job in carrying ou-r goods abroad. Bui 
still there is no question but what the, 
United Stole* can increase its carrying 
trade, and, in fact, it is highly necessary,, 
thut we should possess steamer lines of 
our own, if we would gain Uiat.tradc wn 
can supply with the utmost ease. . It is 
evident, for instance, that ..the foreign 
lines of steamer to say Sou'th American 
ports and the Wot .Indies will not help 
•to increase our trade, and in the world'* 
commerce and trade the competition ever 
rages, and. it will not be wise for .us to 
content ourselves ivith doing 'the selling 
where we ere not interfered with, ftnd 
permitting others to do all the carrying. 
The larger our ocean marine, the larger 
will be our ftliare of the world's business. 


politics as commonly played, and dis- 
tinctly ia indebted for hi» prewmt.pcw- 
tion solely to' -his commwidhig: merits;

It is BO unusual tor a 
foreigner to speak -well of the United. 
States, or of its people, after having vis- 
i'ted us, that it is a great pleasure to read 
of the enthusiastic comment* of one 
Frenchman, especially after the nft»tiness 
ot the Paris boulevard* of the past year 
or so directed against »U things Amcr- 


&n. 
M. De Regnrcr declares there is no 


place like the United State* to live in, 
and aays: "-It fortune should throw me 
back there for a number of years I would 
be delighted. My wife is like myself'in 
this." He. finds foreigner* have never ap- 
preciated the extent of this country and 
have failed to properly appreciate' its 
wonderful -development. But. what es- 
pecially so gratified this Frenchman was 
the discovery of French clubs in the 
great .cities, and these clubs giving ^evcn 
French plays every week or so. This he 
admits was a great surprise to him. 


He could not be induced, however, to 


look upon our universities with the same 
kindly and hearty approval, and while 
he saw much to -admire, he confesses -to 
the newness of it al! and thinks the 
American university student living in an 
atmosphere of depression, that is, he 
thinks the foreign university student, cs- 
pecially of Paris, lives a much freer and 
fuller life. It would be difficult to be 
come vexed at this comment upon our 
intellectual efforts, because much of it 
is true enough, but in a, country in the 
teens, as it' were, of a second century, it 
might be expected there would be a nvw- 
n«ss in our university life and even else- 
where. But we are improving, and in 
some things-onn only improve with age. 
Money cannot buy thJs, nor oan the most 
strenuous efforts buy the ripeness of in 
tcJleetuality, anrl the fullness of what 
time can only ripen.

During the past few years there has 


>een & most noticeable increase in the 
alue of our American farms as pro- 
ducers. In livestock this is very marked 
,nd affords a convincing proof that the 
'old form" does pay, and pays well. 
3ierc has been an increase in the num- 
>er of milch cowa .and sheep, though a 
.ecrease in the -number of horses, mules 
and cat.'tle. The figures regarding this 
>hase 'of farm, management as given out 
ly'the Department of Agriculture, gives 
on Jan. 1 last the following totals: 
Horses, 13,537,524; 2,800,027 mules, Ifi,- 
282,360 'milch cows, 27,016,054 other cat- 
Je, and 41,883,065 sheep. This is a de- 
crease of 127,783 in the number of 'horses, 
of 48,136 in that of mules, and of: 384,171 
ii that of cattle other than milch!-'cows. 
On the other'hand;, it is an increase of 
502,245 in the number of milch cowe and 
of 2,768,612 in that of sheep.-

•The increase In value has been going 
on continually for some time. Horses 
ia.ve increased on,an average .$7,21 per 
lead, mules have done a little better, the 
ncrease on the Jong-eared being $8.60 per 
lead. Milch caws-have not fared /so -very 
badly, the increase there, however, being 
mt ?1.<J4 per head. Oilier cattle show an 
increase-of $2.18 a head. 'Sheep have 
argely increased in1 numbers and show a 
arger'valuation -of 18 cents' per -head; 
The ,total increased valuation for the 
ja.3t year as per these figures derived 
'roro over 50,000 of correspondents of the 
department 'bas ,been $216,000,000.- For 
some reason not-given fiwine have been 
omitted, -but will be included 
jovernmcn'fc census in June. 


The increase., for the. last threo yearr- 


IAS .been tabulated and the total exceeds 
$570,000,000. This is distributed as fol- 
lows: Farm horsesi, $151,000,000; mules, 
$18,000,000:. cattle other than m3ch cows; 
$181,000,000; railch cattle, $146,000.000;. 
sheep, 556,000,000; and swine, $20,000,- 
000.

8.—Virginia, 


one of the largest towns of the Messa- 
•b"a iron range, sixty miles north of 
Duluth, having 3,000 population, was 
practically wiped out of existence by 
Bre for the second time, having un- 
dergone the same experience in June, 
1893. The entire business section and 
all ot the residence section, except a 
tew dwellings, the two schcolhousei 
and one or two churches, were on fire 
In lest than an hour fronvthe time the 
flames broke out 'The fire started In 
a sawmill southwest of tbe town, and 


strong wind was blowing directly. 


toward the village. It was a cyclone 
of fire and the path of, the flames was 
as clean cut as that of a hurricane. 
Within thirty minutes after the flames 
began'to move toward the village tlie 
station" "on the opposite side of the 
town was so far gone that all tele- 
graphic communication was cut off. 


There is practically nothing to eat 


left in the village, and no one in the 
city has had anything since morning. 
There is absolutely no bedding or any- 
thing of that nature in the town. The 
burned district included about twenty 
blocks and the number of buildings 
destroyed number about 150. The loss 
Is estimated at $500,000 and the In- 
surance will not exceed one-quarter of

ABOUT BEANS. 


By a Setr York Grower- Wfco Kmowa 


Them Tbnrowgrlily. 


I am living In a county that grows 


more beams than any other of Its size 
In the world, or at least In the United 
States, and, having worked In bean: 
fields for the last 25 years, I am quite 
•lire that I "know beans" at leant 
•when I sec them, nnd I am willing to 
give my experience In raising them, 
says a New .York correspondent of The 
Stockman and Farmer. 


Beans have yielded as high as 40 


bushels per acre in this county, but 
only under the-most favorable condi- 
tions and on'the very best land. The 
cost to grow one acre is from $10 to 
$12, not counting any fertilizers or 
barnyard manure. 


The standard varieties grown here 


are marrows, medians and peas. Peas 
will yield five or six bushels more than 
marrows in the same field under the 
same conditions. We never have any 
trouble here about gathering pea vines 
after the puller If thc beans are proper- 
ly taken care of before harvesting. 
Peas take the- lead by far and marrows 
next in the number of acres planted. 
Fifteen orSObushPls are a good average 
crop. The best yield in this county for 
1899 was 20 bushels per acre, which 
was extra KOOI! considering the dry 
season, -while some fields went as low 
as three to five bushels on account of 
being planted very late (July 8-12). and 
the dry weather. I would not plant be- 
fore June 1 or after Juuc 20 If I could 
possibly help It. 


There are two ways to plant beans. 


One is with a planter, two rows at a 
tlmo, rows 28 inches apart and about 
12 inches in thc row (a few plant rows 
26 Inches apart), planting; three peclis 
per acre. The second nnd best way is 
with an 11 hoed drill, planting three 
rows at a.time, 28 Inches apart and 
putting In about one bushel of seed per 
acre. In using a drill you save the la- 
bor of one man, which you must have 
with all ordinal) planters. 
Farmers 


will have no trouble using a drill If 
they will first thoroughly fit their 
ground, and a drill will always put 
beans in moist dirt,-If there is any 
which Is a great advantage In a dry 
season to RCt all to start at once.
